Health Association. Dr. Threadt;ill’s 
duties in Greenbelt began I'londay, 

August 1. 

Dr. Thrcadgill -is the surgeon-gyne¬ 
cologist to v/hom Dr, Thomas A* Christen¬ 
son referred in his talk at the last 
meeting of the Health Association on 
July 13 vrhen he predicted that the sec¬ 
ond physician would bo on the job vdth¬ 
in a month or trro. Due to the rapid 
grovrth in the membership of the Health 
Association and in Dr. Thrcadgill*s 
interest in the ''./ork of the Association, 
the Directors vrerc able to make his ser¬ 
vices available to Greenbelt much sooner 
than \w.D anticipated. 

The ncrv7 physician comesf«to Grecnbolt 
directly from ‘Tashington inhere ho has 
been engaged in the practice of his pro¬ 
fession for the past few years. He is 
on the staff of Sv^vcral hospitals in 
Vfashington. His coming to Greenbelt 
vrill, hovTover, permit him to continue 
his association Ydth those hospitals and 
he vrill continue to devote some of his 
time to this staff work. 

Dr. Thrcadgill for several years 
has been an associate, of Dr. Edmund 
Horgan, one of the foremost sui’geons of 
the country, and he, vrill continue this 
association. His morning hours vrill be 
devoted to surgery with ’'r. Horgan in 
The Washington Hospitals. All of his

STORE PATRONS ADVISED TO SAVE RECEIPTS 


Herbert E. Evans, Vice-Prosident of 
the Consumer Distribution Corporation vras 
in Groenbclt Sunday, July 31st, to attend 
an afternoon and evening meeting with *5 
the Cooperative Organizing Committee* 

The afternoon session occupied itself 
mth a study and discussion of tho finan¬ 
cial affairs of our Groenbclt business 
enterprises. Tho financial report on 
store operations for the last three monthj 
was read ajid studied* After the mooting 
the following statement was issued: 

"Our stores arc now on a paying basis. 
All profits made on the stores belong to 
the patrons.. It will be for the member¬ 
ship of the Cooperative, vdien formed, to 
decide tho manner and method of distri¬ 
bution of these profits. 

In the meantime patrons of the stores 
should save their receipts for purchasesi 
They arc the only evidence by which your 
dividend can be determined." 

Receipts from the different stores 
should be kept separate and the total for 
each month shown. If patrons follow this 
procedure from day to day and month to

There -was the nov/ bus on the other 
side of the street about ton foot past 
tho "Bus Stop" sign facing a green light*

foront places, tho bus driver vra,s at his

Inside tho seats aro located airplai^o 
stylo, double scats on one side (tho sunnj 
side) and single onos on tho other* Tho 
back door is absent giving more seating 
space* It will bo little missed as tho 
driver is funny about wanting to see your .

COOPERATORS IlAY BE MAILED AT REDUCED 

RATES 

Cooporators may be mailed for 1-^ 
for each two ounces, according to a 
letter just rocoivod by Postmaster 
Bryant from tho Third Assistant Post- 
raastor General* No longer vdll Groon- 
boltians need to pay first class postage 
in order to send a copy of tho town 
paper back homo* 

Following is the official post office 
statement: 

"If tho bulletin referred to consists 
of fivG or moro mimeographed sheets 
bound together in pamphlet or book form 
bv moans of at least two wire stitches 
or staples, copies thereof are accept¬ 
able for mailing vdth postage prepaid at 
the third-class rate of l\ cents for 
each two ounces or fraction thereof, or 
at tho rate of 12 cents a pound when 
mailed in bulk under the provisions of 
section 562, P,L# and R*, with a mini¬ 
mum charge of 1 cent for each piece* 
However, if tho shoots aro not fastened 
together in tho manner indicated, it will 
bo necessary that at least 20 identical 
copies of each sheet be presented for 
mailing at one time, in order that the 
third-class rate may apply*"

Haircuts v4th these trin.iings arc 
bargains indeed. In fact, the local 
cooperative enterprises can hardly hope 
to do better tlian to break even on then, 
and, as long as the barbers arc paid 
a fair vra-gc and v;c get our hr.ir cut so 
"elegantly” v;c can hardly c:vpcc'c further 
dividends. 

Ideally, of course, in all coopera¬ 
tive enterprises, there would never be 
any dividends declared, for there would 
be no surplus to distribute. 17c would 
pay for our goods just exactly what it 
cost 'to got thon to us. But, in general, 
cooperatives hr.vc found that the actual 
cost could not be deternined beforehand, 
so they allo\7 a rx.rgin of sr.fcty v^hich 
corresponds to the profit riargin ordi¬ 
narily charged. After the actual cost 
is deternined and necessary reserves arc 
set aside, any surplus is returned to 
tho buyer, being considered an overcharge 

rnuE, in our Barber Ghop, v/c have an 
unusual denonstration of coopcrs.tivo 
principles. 'No pay a fair price for a 
service v/c need, but xrc keep for our¬ 
selves v;hat would ordinarily be charged 
us as profit. In this cr.nncr c o opera- 
civos onablo us to nr.kc our inconcs 
sbrctoli farther.

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The more patronage vrc give our post 
office, the higher v/ill be its reclassifi 
cation and the better its service and 
equipment* It is, therefore, decidedly 
to our advantage to give it all of our 
business#

not help them materially but does retard 
and vreaken our own, prolonging the day 
of up-to-date service and city deliver^’’# 

Every purchase, no matter how small, 
every box rented, and ex'ery money order 
issued helps, our office and us that much# 

It is n.dtdworthy that wc are already 
being r.rovidcd services not required by 
the regulations. The office stays open 
from 7:30,A.M, until 6:30 P#M*, instead 
of the required 8:30 to 6:00. Through 
the efforts of Postmaster Bryant, we 
have extra incoming and outgoing mails, 
extra lock boxes and parcel post racks, 
and special service on now stamps. 

Seeing -what our very gonial staff is 
able to do with a fourth class office, 
wc should hasten to give that office 
a boost in classification by giving it 
all our business.

A kindergarten supervisor is being 
provided Greenbelt from public funds, 
but it is problematic how many Green- 
bolt children may profit by her ser¬ 
vices. One of the arguments against 
offering kindergarten to all Grcenbolt 
children vdthout fee was that then 
more children would enroll than could 
be provided for. In other vrords one of 
the purposes of tho fee would be to de¬ 
prive a certain proportion of our. child¬ 
ren from kindergarten training. This 
means that those favored children v/ho 
have parents.who can afford, or who take 
the trouble to afford,.the enrollment 
fee, arc to profit partly at the expense 
of the rest. Unfortunately these favored 
children arc probably thoso wivo need 
kindergarten least; the ;TOlfarc of tho 
community v/ould probably be better served 
if every measure v/as taken to see that the 
underprivileged children, specially, 
iverc given this training. 

Certainly, our goal should be kinder¬ 
garten tre.in:i.ng for all our children 
and certainly it is deplorable policy to 
offer such a public service from public 
funds without making it equally available 
to all. To say that only a smc.ll part 
of the community' can profit from, the ser¬ 
vice and to depend upon whcit are sup¬ 
posed to be nominal fees to prove pro¬ 
hibitory to many is an example, of '’’eco¬ 
nomic royalty" sort of reasoning that 
should not be allowed in Greenbelt. 

It is admitted that more than a pious 
hope is needed to give kindergarten 
training to all our children. Funds are 
not available, npr the room, to provide 
an ideal setup. 

Hovrcvcr more fimds could be appropi¬ 
ated than have been, and unrentod apart¬ 
ments can furnish additional room. Much 
of the equipment ccji be homemade, and 
many of tho women of the community could 
be pressed into service by an energetic 
and inspiring kindergarten supervisor. 

Only by working together along these 
lines can the members of this community 
keep their kindergarten from becoming a 
public concession to a privileged fevf 
instead of being the community-wido con¬ 
tribution to culture -it should be.

’’January V/hitc", ’’Remnant”, ’’End of tho 
Month”, etc* In addition to those sales, 
the ccns'umcrs have boon nurtured on tho 
principle of ’’the more you buy, tlio less 
it costs,” If an 8 oz, jar of salad 
dressing costs 13^, a 16 oz, jar which 
by simple multiplication should cost 26^ 
is generally sold for about 23^, The 3^ 
difference is tlio customer’s premium or 
profit for investing more money* Tho con¬ 
sumer hias boon urged time and again to 
save money by buying in "large quantities, 
Alack, alasI the consumor must keep his 
eyes wide open for not always is that 
true, as one member of the Bettor Buyers 
Club recently discovered* 

Tho bread counter in tho store con¬ 
tains two sizes of sliced white broad—a 
9/ size and a larger or 12^ size, A 
casual glance might lead the customer to 
believe that she is getting much more fer 
the extra 3^, But this sharp consumer 
wont beyond the casual glance and com¬ 
pared the not weights of these sizes, 
with tho following results: 

1* Throe brands of 12;^ v/hite sliced 
bread arc carried on the coimtor 
2, One brand contains 20 oz, 

3* Oic brand contains 19’oz, 

4, Qno brand contains 18 oz* 

Taking the 20 oz. bread at 12^ and com¬ 
paring it W’ith a 16 oz, loaf at 9^ wo 
find that the 4 extra oz* cost making 
the per o z* co'su of the large loaf more 
*0110 nor oz, co st of the 9^ loaf*. 

'I?lio*Vamc* Is triio of the l9 oz, loaf, rais 


ing per oz* cost still higher; -3 extra 
oz* the customer pays 3 extra pennies, 
’Yhen wc come down to tho 18 oz, loaf tin 
comparison becomes oven more ridiculous 
for we p ay extra for only 2 extra oz* 
At 9/ for 16 oz, the per oz, cost is 
a fraction over cent; 18 oz* for 12/ 
tho per oz, cost is 2/3 of a cent* This 
difference may seem fractional but to 
tho household that uses a lot of broad 
this mounts up* The wise housekeeper 
will ;f ind that, by using tho smaller 
loaves a saving of as much as a loaf or 
9/ a yrook may be effected.

Hoar- 
eve r these accounts circ coning in sloa:- 
ly and a/c 'lust not depend upon then. 

Also I believe v;c arc not justi¬ 
fied in paying a Go:.u.iission of 25% on 
advertising. It is true that the Bus¬ 
iness Manager lias nT-do hinsolf invalu¬ 
able to us ?.nd thorc is no doubt that he 
earns norc than he gets, but there arc . 
others on tiic staff just a.s invaluable 
who earn a srxJ,! fraction of v/hat the 
Business Manager gets. Also the ads 
that v/e get regularly and’get paid for 
regularly we ecuId got without paying 
such a conmission, yet v/e pay tho con- 
nission on ^■ilosc,; while v/e wr.it nonths 
for any re'curns fron tiio others. 

Also I Jis-vo cone to tho conclusion 
what v/e should not nuch longer depend 
upon volunteers for the production' 
ivork on nho po.pcr, ^t is “not' only ask¬ 
ing too much of the w'crkcrs, consider¬ 
ing the Meager financial returns new 
being produced, but it also is too 
uncertain and takes tee much of the 
Editorial steff’s attention. For in- 
str.ncc George Warner, v/hon I need bad- 
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a typist, has had to spend nuch of his 
tine typing, and I nysclf v/ho an no 
tv-pist have spent hours each week pock^ 
ing out -'u ny strips. Probably v/e 
should cone to consider, the typists, 
stencil cutter, and nincO(;_raph operators 
not a s nenbers of the coopcrativ^c but 
as' c’nployccs of the cooperative to be 
paid definite suns. 

But for the present I shall only 
rcconinond that altliough ourProfit 
and Loss s'fce.ti nent only shov/s a Profit 
of ;^13,75--v/hich ncans that wo only 
have $6,38 anr.ilablo for distribu¬ 
tion according to our rules—still 
I suggest that v/e .draw on our ro- 
Ecrv'cs for $25,00 to e.dd to the $6,88 
so that wo will have $31,83 to dis¬ 
tribute, Perhaps this cannot be just¬ 
ified by strict accounting (although 
tho fact that v/e arc discoomting 40^ 
of our advertisenent acco'unts,out- 
s'tandin^^ should not.be forgotten^ buv/t 
our -v/orkers nust not be forgotten. Lot 
us distribute tno $25,00 fron the
